Washington, December 14.—Tnhe 
house naval affairs committee threaters 
to open the safety valve in the house 
Wednesday to express the resentment 
which has been accumulating in secret 
committee sessions over President Cool- 
idge’s attempt to restrict the naval 
building program. 

Whether this difference over the 
needs of the navy will become a major 
row between the capitol and the white 
house will depend upon the form this 
release of steam takes and its recep 
tion by the house. Representative 
Butler, of Pennsylvania, chairman, 
announced today that the committee 
will hold a final meeting Wednesday 
and decide what to do. Members have 
been bound by a pledge of secrecy aad 
have declined to talk in the last few 


days. 


Two Courses Open. 


Two courses are open to the com- 


mittee: 
1. Introduction of a special bill to 
provide appropriations for the three 


a dditiowal @uisers and two dirigibles 


whose construction Coolidge opposed 
because of negotiations for another 
arms conference.

The ap- | 
propriations committee, which has the 
final word, is very hesitant in going 
beyond the budget. It would be par- 
ticularly difficult in this case because 
of the emphatic pronouncement of 
President Coolidge. 

Lut members of the committee will 
not give in finally without spirited 
debate upon the floor when the naval 
appropriation bill comes up in the 
house. Chairman Butler and others 
ure expected 4o take the floor. It was 
reported today that Butler will tell 
the house very frankly that he might 
as well give up the chairmanship of 
the committee which he has held for 
many years since the plans he and 
his committee have prepared are flout- 
ed by the budget bureau.

He has threatened to 
resign before, however, and his friends

Washington, December 14.—(4)—

As to rum row, General Andrews 
said a check of his sources of infor- 
mation showed very little liquor had 
been smuggled through New York or 
other large cities and that there was 


'not a single vessel on rum row off the 
‘northern seaboard.

FREEZING WEATHER 
SCHEDULED TODAY 


Forecaster Predicts Drop 
of Mercury to Five De- 
grees Below*’’Freezing 
Point. 


——_—- -_——-_- -- - -— 


Atlantans will find themselves in 
the throes of freezing weather today 
as the blizzard that has penetrated the 
northwest crosses the Mason-Dixon 
line and touches the northern portion 
of Georgia, according to the predic- 
tion of C. F. von Herrmann, meteoro!l- 
ogist of the local weather bureau. 

“The mercury will drop to four or 
five degrees below the freezing point 
by 6 o'clock this morning,” Mr. ven 
Herrmann stated, adding that “it like- 
ly would have reached a mucb lower 
point Tuesday but for the continuance 
of cloudy skies which will abate the 
effect of the cold northwestern winds 
headed this way.” 

Freezing temperatures are not slat- 
ed to reach south Georgia, it was stat- 
ed. “Had the atmosphere been clear, 
the weatherman declared, “Atlanta 
would most likely have experienced a 
drop to 20 degrees. The cold wave 
brought the temperatures to that point 
as far south as Memphis. while St. 
Louis suffered an icy blast registering 
eight degrees below zero on che ther- 
mometer.”’ 

According to the forecast the cold 
wave will be of several days’ dura- 
tion. Rains Monday and ‘Tuesday 
which measured 89-inch, prevented the 


thermometer from registering less than 
o2 degrees early Tuesday morning, 
but by 11 o'clock Tuesday morning 
the mereury had descended to 47 de- 
grees. There was a silght rally about 
noon after which the temperature 
dropped to 42, indicating that it would 
reach about 28 early this morning, it 
was stated.

MENACE OVER CHILDREN. 

It isn’t pleasant, either, in con- 
sidering the cases of this needy 
family, to think of the fact that 
the father died a _ tubercular. 
Lack of proper food and proper 
clothing aren’t good things for 
growing children under such cir- 
cumstances—nor for a mother 
who is already weakening be- 
neath the strain of worry and 
work which has been her lot 
since her husband died. 

Atlanta can neglect this fam- 
ily. The mother and four chil- 
dren can all die of tuberculosis 
sooner or later.

EMPEROR'S END 


Empress and Household 
Take Up Vigil Beside 
Bedside of Stricken 
Monarch. 


Tokio, December 14.—(4)—With 
the entire country in prayer, the Ja- 
panese nation is prepared to hear of 
the death of its emperor, Yoshihito. 
For days oxygen and heart stimulants 
have been used by the six physicians 
in attendance on the emperor. He is 
being fed through a tube.. 

Yoshihito’s temperature has reached 
104. His respiration is very rapid 
and he fights against pneumonia, which 
developed Saturday after weeks of 
bronchitis. 

The royal family maintains contin- 
ual attendance at the bedside of the 
monarch, having joined Empress Sa- 
dako, who has ministered to him e- 
votedly for weeks. Only his second 
son, Prince Chichibu, is absent. He 
has been recalled from England. 

Emperor at Villa. 

The emperor lies in his villa at Hay- 
ama, a seashore town some 40 miles 
from Tokio. Should he expire his death 
might not be announced immediately. 
Several years ago Empress Haruko 
died outsidé Tokio and her death was 
not announced until her body had 
been taken to the palace at Tokio. 

Crown Prince Hirohito, eldest son 
of the emperor, is contsantly with his 
father. Since November, 1921, he 
has been regent of Japan, having lift- 
ed the burdens of office from the em- 
peror, whose several years’ of illness 
had incapacitated him. 

The emperor was born August 31, 
1879, and the ring regent April 29, 
1901.

London, December 14.—A mystery 
born of the brain of a writer of sen- 
gational, mystifying tiction ended to- 
night when Mrs. Agatha Christie, 
daughter ef the late Frederick Miller, 
of New York, and sought by thousands 
for 11 days, was found at e guiet ho- 
tel in Harrogate, northeastern seaside 
resort. 

Registered at the hotel under an as- 
sumed name, the writer had been liv- 
ing at the hotel for nearly two weeks 
while airplane searchers were kept 
busy and police and others dragged 
pocls, beat their way throush wild 
undergrowth and carried on a coun- 
try-wide search for her. 

Colonel Archibald Christie, her hus- 
bund, accompanied the detective who 
finally found the govelist in her ho- 
tel. 
her husband and he.later said that 
she was suffering from a complete 
loss of memory. He intends to take 
her to London Wednesday to see a 
specialist.

Attorney Announces Ken- 


neth Ormiston Then 
Will Fight Extradition 


to California. 


Chieago, December 14.~-Kenneth 
G. Ormiston, brought here from. Har- 
risburg, Pa., a few days ago, where 
he was found after a search of sev- 
eral months in connection with the 
mysteriows disappearance of Aimee 
Semple McPherson, will submit to ar- 
rest Wednesday morning. 

At that time, according to Edward 
H. S. Martin, the former radio opera- 
tor's attorney, Ormiston will appear 
in a Chieago cqurt where, by pre- 
srrangement with Chief of Police 
Morgan A. Collins, he will be served 
with a warrant. The chief received 
Tuesday by air mail 
from Los Angeles where Ormiston is 
charged with conspiracy to defeat 
justice. 

Will Fight Extradition. 

Immediately after the warrant is 
served, Ormiston will begin his fight 
against extradition on the ground that 
the charges against him are baseless, 
the attorney said. 

Although the Los Angeles county 
grand jury recessed shortly after noon 
without having returned an indict- 
ment against Ormiston, Martin de 
cided to bring his client to court to 
clear up the case. 

Chief Collins refused to serve the 
warrant which made, Ormi-vion offi- 
cially a fugitive from justice. In- 
stead, he sought advice of State’s At- 
torney Robert E. Crowe.

FARM RELIEF BIL 
BATTLE REOPENED 


Washington, December 14.—A)—A 
new farm-relief bill in last year’s gown 
altered to fit this season’s demand ap- 
peared in the senate today, but a 
controversy over whose name should 
grace it prevented its introduction ‘n 
the house. ; 

The measure. embodying the essen- 
tial features of the McNary-Haugen 
bill, but shorn of most of its objec- 
tionable provisions, was offered by 
Senator McNary, republican, Oregon. 
father of the bill which has weathered 
two years of stormy wreogling, anl 
the new chairman of the senate agr'i- 
culture committee. 

A companion bill was turned over 
to Representative Purnell, republican, 
Indiana, and Representative Fulmer, 
democrat, South Carolina, with a re- 
quest from senate farm leaders that 
they introduce it jointly, thus indicat- 
ing support from the three great farm- 
ing regions—far west.-middlewest an] 
south. Both Purnell and Fulmer are 
members of the house agriculture com- 


mittee, ‘ ° 
Purnell Approves Bill. 

Representative Purnell immediately 
expressed hig complete approval of the 
measure, characterizing it “as the best 
farm relief bill yet to appear in con- 
gress, but until he obtained the views 
of his superior on the agriculture cow- 
mittee, Chairman Haugen, he said he 
did not want it to go in with bis 
name,

ing to introduce the measure, but he 
wished to add a provision making the 
equalization fee not applicable to cot- 
ton for two years after passage.

Many Changes Made. 

Representative Dickinson, republi- 
can, of Iowa, a farm leader, said he 
considered the measure the most fin- 
ished piece of legislation to ease the 
farm situation that could be devised. 

Although basically a MeNary-Han- 
gen bill, the new measure is different 
in several important respects. The 
“tariff yardstick” advocated by Chair- 
man Haugen, and the “fair and reason- 
able” price standards are missing. Tbe 
new bill contains no reference to price 
standards or price levels. The nearest 
it comes to mentionong the tariff is 
in the declaration that one of its aims 
is to “preserve advantageous domestic 
marketing.” 

The mach-diseussed equalization fee 
remains, but it is assessed against 
“each marketed unit,” instead of 
against al! producers. The fee may 
be collected in the discretion of the 
proposed federal farm board on thie 
milling or processing, transportation 
or sale of a commodity. 

Five oasic commodities are affected 
—cotton, wheat, corn, rice and swine. 
Cattle and butter have been eliminated 
and rice appears for the first time as 
a result, the bill's sponsors claim, of 
demands from southern rice interests, 

There is authorized an appropriation 
of $250,000,000 to constitute a revolv- 
ing fund from which loans may he 
made to commodi.y stabilization funds 
in anticipation of the collection of 
equalization fees. Loans may also be 
made from the revolving fund directly 
to cooperatives for handling the sur 
plus. Both classes of loans must bec 
repaid with interest.

The recent meeting in Chicago 
of some 2,000 farmers from all 
Sections of the country had a great 
deal of political significance. The 
resolutions adopted frowned upon 
the Coolidge farm relief policy and 
accepted, with enthusiasm, the 
Frank OQ. Lowden policy. They re- 
quested the creation of a federal 
farm board authorized to collect an 
equalization fee when it finds a 
Surplus in any farm commodity. 
This fee is to be used, according 
to the plan, to assist the farm co- 
operatives to stabilize the prices 
and prevent the surplus from break- 
ing the market down. The pro- 
gram, as outlined in the resolutions, 
also provides for the creation of a 
revolving fund. 

These are the outstanding fea- 
tures of the McNary-Haugen meas- 
ure, which was so vigorously op- 
posed by the president during the 


first session of the 69th congress. 


In his last message the president 
entered into an exhaustive discus- 
sion of the needs for farm legisla- 
tion, but made no specific recom- 
mendations further than for the en- 
couragement of cooperative market- 
ing. Therefore in accepting the 
Lowden program the farmers in 
convention, among whom were a 
large number of cotton growers, 
virtually paved another link in the 
path to the republican nomination 
in 1928 for the former Illinois gov- 
ernor. 

It has long been known that ex- 
Governor Lowden, who was the 
high candidate through many bal- 
lots in 1920, is the most formidable 
contender for the 1928 nomination, 
and his activity in seeking farm leg- 
islation, particularly pleasing to the 
corn belt, and now being made pop- 
ular in the cotton belt, is making 
him intensely popular.

Minor league relations, rules and pby- 
laws, as well as interleague matters, 
will come under the head of “steer- 
ing committee” business, it was ex- 
plained by John A. Heydler, presi- 
dent of the National league.

While leaving the field Tuesday we heard many accusations of fraud 
cast in the direction of the professionals and we heard many praises cast 
in the same direction. Some saw the game as a dull affair in which 
neither team played any real football and some saw’ two powerful teams 
so evenly matched ag to make spectacular football an impossibility. 


The consensus of opinion as we heard it was just about as 


follows: “Two great football teams were seen in action at 
Spiller’s field Tuesday and they put out some real football, but 
give me college football for mine.” 


With this we arc inclined to agree in the main, but we go one step 
further. This attitude comes from within rather than from without. The 
average man who goes to the college game has a favorite on the field and 
it is the interest in this favorite which engenders and sustains his in- 
terest in the game itself: When two professional teams meet, the spec- 
tators go to see certain stars of fame do their stuff, and if this or that 
star fails to perform up to the expectations of this or that spectator the 
partisan feeling is missing and the fan is disappointed.

From 
a standpoint of pure football the game at Spiller’s: Tuesday left little to be 
asked, and the entire crowd stayed until the last whistle just to enjoy the 
game from a purely academic standpoint, but there was something lacking 
in the spirit of the thing. 


If professional football ever reaches the point where every city has 
its own team on the field it may go over the top; until that time 
there is a question, as we see the thing.
